INTRODUCTION. 



The present volume will hardly be found second to any of its pre- 
decessors in respect of sustained interest, and the interest will be found 
to be of as diversified a character as in any previous instance. Entries in 
abundance will be met with, touching on local matters of history, or on 
matters of more general application ; on alterations in local procedure or 
advancing recognition of principles hitherto only sparingly and grudg- 
ingly admitted ; on the slow and gradual improvement in modes and 
means of transit ; on innovations on previous practice in respect of very 
many things besides the preservation of game and the regulation of 
public worship ; on the prevailing peacefulness in times of disturbance 
and rebellion elsewhere in the kingdom ; and so forth. As before, so 
now again, both during the compilation of the volume, and throughout 
the time of more concentrated attention called for in reading and cor- 
recting the press, matters have crowded upon the Editor's notice, all, if 
not calling for, yet assuredly worthy of, more than mere passing obser 
vation. Indeed, it is but too obvious, and alike from the number and 
the nature of the subjects touched upon (for the most part briefly) in 
the foot notes, and of the matters left imperfectly, or inadequately, dealt 
with in former Introductions, that the task of the Editor, as occupied 
wiih the composition of an Introductory notice of some of the contents 
of the present volume, is neither easy nor lightly to be carried through. 
Were there no other difficulty, that of selection of matters to be com- 
mented upon or pointed out as objects for consideration, would be no 
mean one. Fortunately there are some which, from certain circum- 
stances connected with them, such as lack of opportunity, or of ability 
to supply adequate illustration at the time compilation or revision was 
going on, suggest themselves as among the first which ought to be dealt 
with at the present time and in the present place. And the first of this 
nature upon my list of matters to be noticed in the Introduction is the 
Moat Hill at Gilling (p. 3). 

In my note at the place cited, at the end, I refer to the intention to 
revert to the subject. It is a matter of much regret that so far I 
have not been able to obtain that definite information touching the 
place or object so designated which I had anticipated. It is true that 
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I have ascertained quite enough to assure me that a veritable Moat Hill, of 
unknown antiquity and very considerable dimensions, with deep moat and 
strong earthwork surrounding it, has existed there, and is in part trace- 
able by its remains. But as to its original dimensions, or how much of 
it precisely remains, or of the way in which, or the probable time when, 
or the reason why, it has been built upon, defaced, or mutilated, I have 
no exact, or more or less scientific, information. Neither have I any 
measurements ; but I am led to infer that it was originally of no 
inconsiderable dimensions, and, from what I am told, there may be 
some difficulty in ascertaining enough that is assured to enable one to 
make the necessary calculations. Far too little is known of these 
most interesting memorials of the past, and especially of those 
still extant in the North Riding. I inspected a very fine and perfect 
example, situate in Aysgarth parish, shortly after the note referred to 
above was written ; and, much more recently, I have examined another 
good instance, situate at the western extremity of the Mulgrave woods. 
In the former of these the interior mound did not greatly overtop the 
height of the encircling ring or earthwork. In the latter the superior 
eminence of the mound was conspicuous if not striking. There is a 
list of such objects named as occurring within the hmits of the North 
Riding, enumerating sixteen in all, given in the " Archaeological Review" 
for last year. No. 183. Of these, seven, to my personal knowledge, 
are not moated mounds at all. One of them, indeed, is a geological 
formation, and of considerable interest in its own connection, as well as 
from its name and the legitimate inferences which not only may be, 
but must be, founded upon it. Four others are simply grave-mounds 
of no very great dimensions. One is not a mound m any sense ; and 
yet another, in my own parish, so far from being a moated mound is 
not a mound at all, and could never have been moated round because 
of its position at a " nab-end." And, besides all this, I am more than 
doubtful about the real character of two or three of the others included 
in the enumeration. This statement alone is sufficient to show what 
need there is for careful and accurate observation, and for the like care 
and exactitude in recording its results. 

Nor is even this careful and precise accuracy as to physical details all 
that is wanting. Given the existence in this place or that of a so-called 
moot-hill or moated mound, yet surely it is a far leap, and a leap in the 
dark as well, either to the Saxon Burh on the one hand, or the Folk-moot, 
and, still more, the utterly questioned Mark-moot, on the other. Sir F. 
Pollock's words, quoted towards the close of the note now under 
reference — these, namely, " The mark-moot of some modern writers is 
a phantom of unsupported conjecture, which only recedes farther and 
farther into the land of shadows when one endeavours to track it to 
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some solid ground of evidence," are words the common sense of which 
is singularly emphasised, when one a little interested in the question, 
becomes aware of the nature of such catalogues as that just referred to, 
and of the fact that other lists of no more genuine value or descriptive 
accuracy are accepted as authentic, and made bases for theory or asser- 
tion by the " modern writers " alluded to. If ihe list itself be a matter 
of unsupported evidence, what must the inferences founded upon it be ! 
What is wanted, as the compiler of the list in question himself remarks, 
is a " really complete list of these curious and usually well-defined 
earthworks," which, however, will not be obtained by a reference merely 
to the sheets of the Ordnance Survey, as the writer effectually, although 
quite unintentionally, demonstrates. The list that is wanted is one 
made from competent personal examination and measurement ; and if 
accompanied by section as well as descriptive accounts of position or 
site, mode of construction and accessories (if any), there would be a 
real value accompanying it. Surely, with all the existing machinery of 
" Field Clubs," " Associations for Natural History and Archasological 
purposes," " Notes and Queries " for this or that county or section of a 
county, and the hke, the compilation of an at least fairly comprehensive 
catalogue, such as might be depended upon, ought not to be a matter 
of insuperable difficulty. 

Another matter that was left over for further notice occurs on page 5, 
and is adverted to in the long note thereto appended. The entry in 
question is of " Court Leet, and Court Baron, and also a Customary 
Court with all franchises, &c., appertaining " as attaching to the Manor 
of Ampleforth, and which was spoken of as " mysterious," inasmuch as 
it was " hard to think that in a formal document, like the one in ques- 
tion, the ordinary description of the Manorial Courts could have 
been blundered." Neither, indeed, had it been, as the following extract 
from Digby's " History of the Law of Real Property " suffices to 
show : — " It appears that the tenants in villenage were present at 
the manorial courts, not on a level with the freeholders or free suitors 
to the court — who were the fares curice, the judges of the court, by 
whose equal voice all matters were decided — but in an inferior position. 
The customary heir would appear at the court and liumbly request ad- 
mittance to the land of his deceased father on payment of the customary 
dues : the tenant who had sold his holding in villenage would appear 
and surrender his land to the lord or his steward, and the purchaser 
would request admittance. These and similar transactions were recorded 
on the Rolls of the court. The rolls of the court, therefore, contain the 
evidence of the customs of the manor, the authorized copy of the entry 
on the rolls of the court delivered to the tenant is his muniment of title, 
and gives him his name of ' copyholder.' Thus, in dealing with this 
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class of tenants, the Court Baron assumed a new form, which comes to 
be distinguished from the original Court Baron, and to be called the 
Customary Court Baron, or Customary Court. The freeholders are 
not, generally speaking, suitors at the Customary Court, except, perhaps, 
when questions arise upon the customs of the manors affecting their 
interests. The functions of the court are administrative rather than 
judicial. The copyholders or "homage" are not pares curice. Their 
principal function is to make presentments upon matters concerning 
their interests and the customs of the manor. Their powers vary 
according to the customs of different manors. In some there is a 
custom for the lord to enclose, or to grant portions of the waste to hold 
as copyhold with the assent of the homage, which is usually expressed 
by a sworn jury of copyholders. The lord, or more commonly the 
steward, presides over the court ; it is his duty to receive and record the 
presentments of the homage." 

This, it will probably be thought, is sufficiently to the point to clear 
away any mystery that seems, at first sight, to involve the mention of 
three apparently distinct Courts attaching to the Ampleforth manor. 
But that it clears up the whole subject does by no means follow. The 
question of the manor is one that is not solved yet, and the history of 
the manor in England remains to be written. As it is with the Moat- 
or Moot-Hill, so it is with the manor. There are Moot (or Moat) Hills 
and Moot Hills. There are, beyond all question, many that are called 
so merely, and most likely the popular confusion between Moat Hill 
and Moot Hill, has led to the nuncupation of no small proportion of 
the whole ; and there are many which really are — as to their original 
intention and use, that is — Moot Hills. And very much in the same 
way, only with much deeper-seated significance, there are Manors and 
Manors. Mr. Seebohm (p. 87) writes : — " Throughout those counties 
of England most completely under Danish influence there were plenty 
of liberi homines and of the aUied class of sochmanni, but nowhere 
else." Mr. Scrutton (p. 14) : — " There are a number of instances, 
particularly in the counties under Danish influences, where we seem to 
see communities of freemen who have just lost their independence " ; 
and again (p. 23), "the liberi homines and sochmanni 'ax?: chiefly found 
in the Eastern and Danish counties, though what the distinction 
between them is is not very clear." Mr. Ashley (Economic History, 
pp. 17, 18) :— "The description of the manor in the last section was 
limited to central and southern England. ... In the eastern and east- 
central counties, the socmen and liberi homines, who do not form more 
than four per cent of the whole population of the kingdom, and in the 
south and the greater part of the midlands are entirely absent, rise to 
as much as 27, 28, 32, 40 and 45 per cent, of the whole. As surely 
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as the slaves in the west are connected with the Britons, so surely are 
the socmen and freemen of the east connected with the Danish 
settlements. . . . The great body of the men so designated were 
doubtless members of the village groups, joining in the system of 
common agriculture, but with less burdensome services and more 
honourable duties. We may reasonably conjecture that this state of 
things was due to Danish chiefs seizing the manor houses and putting 
their followers in the place of some of the Saxon villeins ; and that the 
new-comers, while willing to assist their lords at busy times, would not 
submit to labour for them so many days a week, like those whose 
places they had taken." No doubt this is all true— at least if the latter 
part be so far modified as to allow scope for what is now something 
more than a theory only, namely there were districts (and notably one 
in the North Riding involving an area of some 120,000 acres of land) 
where the probability, not to say the inferential certainty, is that the 
Anglian settler or colonist never set foot ; and which, as being true, 
implies an enormous distinction between the Manor and its constitution 
in the Danish counties and the same institution in the southern and 
western parts of the kingdom. Mr. Scrutton and Mr. Gomme both 
refer to the subject of byrelaw, byerlaw (as they severally print the 
term) or bylaw, but neither of them seem to have formed a conception 
of either the significance or the importance of that which is involved 
either in the survival of the term and system, or in the essential nature 
of the system itself. The former (p. 22) speaks of "the byrelaws of 
many Yorkshire manors, framed by the Courts Baron, confirmed by the 
lord, and enforced by the Byre-lawmen, chosen by the freeholders." 
The latter (Primitive Folkmoots, pp. 290 et seq.) with the peculiar 
infelicity which besets only too much of a book which might have 
been a good one, writes : — " We do not see him (the Byrelawman) in 
England at the present time in his full capacity of village judge, 
seated on the village justice seat, the ' knowe ' of the Berwickshire 
village. It is only possible to trace back this portion of his primi- 
tive functions, and their connection with the primitive assembly, 
through the channel of the Scotch survival. And this would be 
quite sufficient were there no other channel." * But neither of 

* Mr. Scrutton's precise and defining language is utterly to the point : — " framed 
by the Courts Baron, confirmed by the lord " — or rather by the Steward sitting in 
his place— " enforced by the byrelawmen, who were chosen by the freeholders." 
Mr. Gomme's idea of " the Birlieman acting in the capacity of a judge, and seated 
on the village justice-seat " in solitary dignity, is little short of ludicrous. And what 
renders it all the less excusable is that it is not borne out by the authority quoted, 
very slipshod in matters archeeological, as the said authority is too well known to be. 
The Burley-, Birley-, or Birlie-men are, in every case, spoken of as associated and 
not as individual— six elected in one place mentioned, and five in another and as 
constituting simply one element in a court. : 
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these writers so much as glance at the pregnant significance of the 
name itself, nor at the inseverable connection between it and the fact 
of " Danish Counties " or " districts." I do not mean that Mr. Gomme 
does not verbally acknowledge the term " Burlieman " as a " relic from 
the Northmen," or quote the Icelandic bajarlogmadr, meaning " a town 
justice"; only that he practically ignores the fact of the " relic " or 
survival, and blunders between the Northern " town-justice," and the 
English (and Scottish) " burlaw-man " as a member of a court com- 
posed of others besides himself and his fellow byrlawmen {custodes pkbi- 
sciti, as they are called in the Latin of the Court-rolls.* 

No wonder, then, we do not " in England at the present time see 
the Birlieman in his full capacity of village-judge, seated on the village 
justice-seat." Neither has any past generation. The bylawman was 
the offspring of the bylaw, and the bylaw was generated by the by ; 
while the by (now by universal consent) was the result of the old 
Danish conquest and settlement ; and that is a fact which, if we go no 
further than Mr. Scrutton's " byrelaw, framed by the Courts Baron, 
confirmed by the Lord, enforced by the Byrlawmen chosen by the free- 
holders," is sufficient to show that the history of the North country, or 
Danish county, and especially North Yorkshire, manor, is a history 
involving very material differences as collated with manors in other 
parts of the kingdom where Danish influence, never great in such 
matters, practically was least. 

This is written in a district in which what is essentially the bylaw 
system is still in full force and operation ; where the affeerors are still 
formally appointed year by year ; where the name of the bylawman is 
still, though but little on the lips of men in their every-day talk, well 
understood ; where the enactments of a phbiscitum, a bylaw in plain 
English, have been ordered, at the Court Leet and Court Baron held 
less than a month ago, to be put in force against such and such trans- 
gressions or the perpetrators of them ; where less than two years ago 
the same authority was exercised in the case of another encroachment, 
and vindicated moreover, notwithstanding the attempted appeal of the 
offender to the next superior court : for he found he " had no case," and 
accordingly submitted, and paid his fine, together with the law expences 

* Mr. Gomme quotes the Athenfeum of August 2nd, 1879, in support of his state- 
ment that Professor Skeat says that the Birlieman is "precisely equivalent to the 
Icelandic ^(Tyar/fT^OTarfr, a town justice." But I have good reason for the assurance 
that Prof. Skeat does not hold that view now. And I am not sure that I was not 
the first to point out that there is all the difference between the Lawman [logmadr], 
the president of the court of a by or vill, and the man of the Byrlaw, the man, i.e., 
charged (with others) with its maintenance, ox ih& custos pUhiscUi. By -lawman is 
one thing : Bylaw-man is another. A " village lawyer " is not exactly the same thing, 
person or party as " one learned in village law." The village-law must exist first. 
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already incurred. And it is to be observed that the power of what I 
have spoken of as the still-existing bylaw-system is operative and 
enforced not only in cases of trespass and encroachment (such as those 
referred to were), but in others. If a non-commoner, one who neither 
is, nor holds of a, freeholder, takes turf, or ling, or peat from the moor 
he infringes a bylaw, and is subject to the pcena posita, the " pain laid " 
in that case ; if he lets his stock stray on the common, the result is the 
same ; if he takes sand, gravel, stone from the common, the same ; if 
a commoner or common-right-holder sells peat or turf to one who is not 
a commoner, or even takes more than his own proportionate share, the 
same ; if he puts more than his just proporlion of sheep, or other 
stock, to pasture on the moor, the same ; and especially if any encroach- 
ment on the common in the way of enclosure be made, even though it 
were to the extent of no more than a square yard or two, the upshot is 
speedy action under the bylaw authority, and the enforced removal of 
the wall or fence objected to. A remarkable case occurred some thirty 
years ago, or so : — A contentious common-right holder — owner, unless 
my memory fails me — vi el armis, according to the technical legal 
phrase, enclosed with earthen bank and dead wood fence upon it, a 
certain area of land, perhaps an acre or thereabouts. He was warned 
by the bylaw-authority, usually adverted to under the title of the Jury, 
that his act was unwarranted either by law or right, and would not be per- 
mitted. Notwithstanding the warning he persisted, and at the cost of 
much labour and some expence (Incurred in cartage .of materials and 
otherwise), the enclosure was completed. The action of the authority was 
as prompt as the encloser's had been resolute. The fence was destroyed 
and the enclosing banks levelled. Again the man was resolute enough 
to reconstruct his bank and replace the fence. A second time, as soon 
as it was completed, it was again levelled even with the ground, and 
with the accompanying assurance that as often as the builder chose to 
renew it so often would it be dealt with in the same summary way. 
But the story does not stop there. The selfsame bit of land, with 
perhaps twice as much additional, adjacent to it on three out of 
its four sides, has been since enclosed and laid to the adjoining free- 
hold farm. But with this attendant difference ; the recent enclosure — 
it is hardly ten years old yet — was made by the permission and under 
the sanction of the aforesaid authority, but only on condition that what- 
ever the area taken from the common in that particular place might be, 
the utterly full equivalent of the same should be returned to the 
common elsewhere, so that not an inch thereof should be alienated 
from its rightful owners. 

And this brings us to the contemplation of a very remarkable com- 
bination of circumstances. If asked for my view of facts as they are, I

should say that this is par eminence the land of enclosures. Eight 
hundred years ago there could not have been, out of the 23,000 acres of 
land in this parish, undivided as it vi^as then, anything like 1,000 acres 
enclosed and available for tofts and crofts, common fields, and all the 
other agricultural needs of the constituent township. By 1 2 7 1 the area of 
enclosed land in the township of Danby had been doubled. By 1656 
it had been augmented eightfold. But not by aid of Act of Parliament, 
or any machinery anticipatory of, or equivalent to, an Enclosure Act. 
Such an Act has been no more heard of than needed here. The lord, 
acting through and in conjunction with the Manorial "Bailiff" (himself 
the representative of the usual Steward) " and his officers," allotted the 
lands to be enclosed, on whatever occasion, had them duly set out and 
boundered, and saw to the exact correspondence of the walls or fences 
with the designated bounders or limits. 

But it must be carefully observed that the lord himself is bound, in 
this particular as in others, by precisely the same restrictions as in the 
case of the least or lowliest freeholder. He cannot enclose a foot of 
land appertaining to the common for his own behoof, or to satisfy his 
own desire, except by aid of the same machinery, and on precisely 
the same conditions as were noted a little above in the case of 
the attempted, and then realised, enclosure there adverted to. 

I am aware that it may be objected by anyone possessed of rather 
more of the esoteric history of the place than is possessed by the vast 
majority, that this condition of things, as regards the lord and the free- 
holders, generally results from the purchase and the conditions of the 
purchase effected in the year 1656. That is quite true. But it is 
obviously and equally true that the vendor could only sell what was his 
to sell, and that, selling it, he sold it with just the rights and restrictions 
that appertained to it during his own possession, and as it had been 
handed down to him by regular and ascertained transmission of heredi- 
tary descent through the great and well-known families of Neville, 
Latimer, Thweng, and Bruce. As the first Brus had received the 
manor, with all its rights and appurtenances, if not from the Conqueror 
himself (as is generally supposed), yet from the Conqueror's immediate 
successor, so did it descend from the last de Brus owner to his heirs ; 
and from them step by step to Sir Henry Danvers, and so it was 
eventually alienated. 

But, admitting this, we thrust the bylaw with its " framing " by the 
Manorial Court, and that is the Court Baron, its " confirmation " by 
the lord, its " enforcement " by the bylawmen, the elect of the free- 
holders, to within a year or two of the Conqueror's death, or, say, 1090. 
And I suppose no one will be found to question the assumption that 
the manorial use of 1090 was, in all essential particulars, the use of 
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the c\\\ti iiianerium of the same identical district of the Confessor's time ; 
and so on backward to the time of the Danish occupation, or as near it 
as the ultimate settlement of the Danish occupants requires or permits. 

What has been so far written with the view of affording some 
little elucidation in matters that seemed to require it, will at least, 
besides more or less imperfectly fulfilling that intention, show how 
very much more remains to be written touching the topics under notice. 

Another matter that was set aside for fuller consideration than could 
have been given in a footnote is the entry on p. 232, namely, " Ordered 
that the Custom House Officers at Whitby open their port for the 
importation of foreign rye only, it being proved (on oath) that rye has 
been above c^s. per bushel for three weeks last past;" and reference 
was made in the note to the fact that this Order was not the first of the 
same nature. In fact there are others like it on pp. 181, 185, as 
follows : — " Whereas it has been agreed and confirmed by two able 
and experienced men (named), upon oath pursuant to the Act in that 
case made and provided, that corne is sold in these marketts as speci- 
fied, viz., wheat 6s. <)d. per bushell, rye at ^s. /\d. per bushell, oates 2s. 
per bushel, it is therefore Ordered that all ships wherein such corne is 
imported, the duty shall be paid accordingly ; " and, " Whereas it has 
been agreed and confirmed &c., that wheat is sold in the neighbouring 
marketts at "js. 2d. per bushell, it is Ordered that all ships wherein such 
corn is imported, duty shall be paid accordingly." In illustration of 
the matter here involved, a glance at previous incidents in the history 
of the corn trade will probably prove neither tedious nor uninteresting. 
It is alleged in the article in the "Encyclopaedia Britannica" on " Corn 
Laws and Corn Trade," that " Throughout the principal Continental 
states the regulations affecting the corn-trade have been mostly framed 
with a view to keep down the price of corn. After the feudal system 
lost its energy, and the power of the great barons had been weakened 
by the rise of cities and the consolidation of the royal authority, 
monarchs were able to take such measures as appeared most likely to 
benefit the lower classes of their subjects. Of these none seems more 
natural or better calculated to effect its object than the imposing of 
restrictions on the exportation of raw produce. If a nation raise more 
corn than is required for its consumption, the first consequence of a 
prohibition of export is undoubtedly to lower its value. . . . With a 
view still further to reduce the price of corn, its free importation was 
very generally allowed ; and in periods of scarcity, bounties or pre- 
miums over and above the market price were sometimes given by the 
state to the importer. In this country, however, an opposite course 
has been pursued. The Lords and Commons, the first depending 
entirely and the latter principally on agriculture, having gained great 
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power and inflaence, we cannot be surprised at their having more 
frequently exerted it to increase than to lower the price of corn ; and the 
exportation of corn, unless in years of extreme plenty, has been for- 
bidden under severe penalties. In the reigns immediately succeedmg 
the conquest, this was done in England : but in 1436, in the reign of 
Henry VI., an Act was passed permitting exportation without license 
whenever the price of wheat did not exceed 6.f. 8d. (equal in amount of 
pure silver to j2s. jo^d. present money) per quarter, and barley, 
3f. 4d. In this Act it is stated that the previous regulations had 
obliged farmers to sell their corn at low prices, to the great prejudice 
of the whole kingdom. But in addition to the reason assigned for 
this important measure, we may observe that, for a considerable time 
posterior to the conquest, rents were paid in kind, and the high or low 
price of corn was not, therefore, of so much importance to landlords as 
it became after money payments were generally introduced. In the 
time of Henry I., the rents of the Crown lands were paid in corn and 
other farm produce, and were only converted into pecuniary payments 
in consequence of the great complaints made by the tenants of the 
inconveniences they suffered in bringing necessaries for the king's 
household from distant parts of the kingdom. The same causes would 
doubtless affect the tenants of the great barons ; and when once money 
rents were introduced, it was for the advantage of the proprietors that 
all obstacles to a rise in the price of corn should be removed. A more 
favourable opportunity than that just mentioned could not have been 
found for effecting their abolition. Henry, weak and irresolute, with a 
disputed title to the throne and a powerful competitor, could not, had 
he been so disposed, have made any effectual opposition to a change 
of the system on which the corn trade had been conducted. At the 
time when this Act was passed the prices of corn were exposed to 
fluctuations of which we can now form a very inadequate conception ; 
and hence it is not easy to determine whether the exportation price of 
6s. Sd. was above or below the medium price. . . . 

" That the Act of 1436-7 was advantageous to the agriculturists can- 
not be doubted ; and, having experienced the benefit of legislative 
interference in one instance, they were not slow in again having recourse 
to it. Not satisfied with the liberty of exporting, they procured in the 
following reign (1463) the enactment of a law prohibiting importation 
from abroad until the home price exceeded the price at which exporta- 
tion ceased. Had the uncertain and fluctuating policy of the times 
permitted the proper execution of these laws, the restrictive system 
would have been thus early perfected, and with the exception of the 
bounty, all the refinements of modern policy would have been in full 
operation. In practice, however, they were nearly inoperative, and a 
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lengthened period elapsed before the agriculturists succeeded in 
obtaining a real monopoly of the home market. 

"Until the reign of Elizabeth these Acts nominally regulated the prices 
at which exportation and importation might take place. In that period, 
however, the coin had been greatly degraded, and there was a conse- 
quent rise in prices. But, instead of ascribing the rise of prices to the 
degradation of the coin, and the greater plenty of the precious metals, 
it was universally affirmed to be owing to the " decay of tillage " and 
to the improper practices of the corn merchant, and many statutes 
for the improvement of tillage, with the laws against engrossing, fore- 
stalling, &c., owe their origin to the attempts that were then made to 
lower the price of corn. By the Statute 5 & 6 Edward VI. c. 14, it 
was enacted that whosoever should buy any corn or grain, with intent 
to sell it again, should be reputed an unlawful engrosser, and should, 
for the first offence, suffer two months' imprisonment and forfeit the 
value of the corn ; for the second, suffer two months' imprisonment and 
forfeit twice the value of the corn ; and for the third, be set in the 
pillory, be imprisoned during the king's pleasure, and forfeit all his 
goods and chattels. And by the same law no person could transport 
corn from one part to another without a licence, ascertaining his quali- 
fications as a man of probity and fair dealing. Neither could corn be 
purchased to be laid up in granaries for home sale, unless the quarter 
of wheat was at or under 6s. 8d., and oats at 2S., money at the time. 
• . . But as society improved, and as the principles of commerce were 
better understood, the bad effects of these laws became apparent. The 
Statute of 1548 was considerably modified in 1624, and at last by the 
15 Charles II. c. 7, the engrossing or buying of corn in order to sell 
it again, so long as the price of wheat did not exceed 48^-. 
the quarter, was declared lawful to all persons, not being forestallers ; 
that is, not selling again in the same market within three months ; an 
Act which is thought by some to have contributed more, both to the 
plentiful supply of the home market and to the increase of tillage, than 
perhaps any other law in the Statute Book. The Act of Henry VI., 
regulating the export prices of corn, was again renewed in the reign of 
Philip and Mary. But as the coin in the meantime had been greatly 
degraded, no exportation could now take place until prices had really 
fallen much below the level of 1436. In 1536 the prices at which ex- 
portation might take place were extended to 10^. per quarter for wheat, 
and 6s. 8d. for barley and malt. This scale, however, was soon after 
abandoned, and in 1570 it was enacted that corn might be exported 
from particular districts, wheat paying a duty of is., and other grain of 8^. 
per quarter, whenever no prohibition was issued by government, and that 
those in office, with the Justices at their Sessions, should consult with

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the respectable inhabitants of the counties, and determine whether any 
exportation could with propriety be allowed. The provisions of this 
Act allowing corn to be exported from one part of the country at the 
same time that its importation was prohibited in another arose from the 
extreme inequality of prices. At this era roads were scarcely formed ; 
and as there hardly existed any communication between distant parts 
of the kingdom, the prices in the different counties differed exceedingly 
from each other, and from the price in London. . . But the complex 
nature of the regulations hindered their effect, and they were superseded 
by a fresh law, 35 Elizabeth, c. 7, which permitted exportation on 
paying a duty of 2s. on wheat, and of is. 4^/. on all other species of 
corn, whenever the price of wheat did not exceed 20^. per quarter, and 
barley and malt 12s. . . No alteration was made in the duties payable 
on the exportation of corn during the reign of James I. : but the prices 
at which exportation might take place were, after some trifling 
alteration in 1604, fixed in 1623 at the high rate of 32^-. the quarter for 
wheat, and of 16s. for malt and barley. In this and the preceding 
reigns, and for a considerable time afterwards, importation continued 
unrestricted; and, notwithstanding the improvement of agriculture, the 
nation was partly dependent for supplies of corn on the trade with 
the countries round the Baltic, and others. During the civil wars no 
attention was paid to the corn trade. The high prices of that period, if 
they were not altogether due to the depreciation of the coinage, were 
most probably owing to the interruption thrown in the way of agricul- 
tural labour. On the Restoration in 1650 an Act was passed permitting 
the exportation of corn on the same terms as other commodities on 
which duties were payable, whenever the price of wheat did not exceed 
40;'. per quarter, barley and malt 20^-., and oats 16^. The prices of 
corn during this and the two following seasons seem to have been mis- 
chievously high ; and in 1663 the high duties on importation were taken 
off, and an ad valorem duty of nine per cent, imposed in their stead. The 
exportation price of wheat was at the same time extended to 48^'. per 
quarter, chargeable with a duty of 5^-. d^d., and other grain in pro- 
portion. 

" This Act, however, h^ permitting the impottation of foreign grain on- 
paying a moderate duty, not being reckoned sufficiently advantageous to 
the landholders, a more decided step was subsequently taken, and in 1670 
export prices were extended to 53^. i^d. per quarter for wheat, and other 
grain in proportion, while import duties, amounting to a complete pro- 
hibition, were imposed on foreign wheat till the home price reached 
53X. i,d. ; and between that price and 30^-. a duty of 8^. was exacted. . 
Complaints of the decay of agriculture and of the evils of foreign com- 
petition continued, however, to be made, and so gave occasion to the 
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Act of 1685, designed more effectually to check importation from 
abroad by securing correct returns of the home prices." 

The next step in the public action with respect to the corn trade is 
the noteworthy one taken in the granting of a bounty on the exportation 
of corn at the Revolution. "The bounty payable under the Act 
I William and Mary, c. 12, amounted to ^s. for every quarter of wheat 
exported, while the price continued at or below 48^. ; 2s. 6d. for every 
quarter of barley or malt while their price did not exceed 24s. ; and 
7,s. 6d. for every quarter of rye when its price did not exceed 32^-. No 
alteration having been made in the prices and duties regulating import- 
ation as fixed in 1670, and these duties being rigorously exacted, the 
Act repealing the duties on exportation completed the restrictive 
system ; and while no foreigner was allowed to contend with the home- 
growers, the liberality of the State enabled them to contend with 
foreigners, even when the price of corn in Great Britain was consider- 
ably higher than its price abroad. . . The bounty, by extending the 
foreign market, no doubt contributed materially to the extension of 
cultivation ; although by forcing recourse to worse soils in order to 
obtain additional supplies of corn, it raised prices. In the period 
from 1740 to 1 76 1, the cheapest in last century, the bounties paid on 
exportation amounted in all to ^^1,515,000 ; and in 1749 alone they 
somewhat exceeded ^324,000. . . But notwithstanding the stimulus 
thus given to exportation, the exports which in 1750 amounted to 
1,667,778 quarters of all sorts rapidly diminished; and the gradual 
increase of the home demand in the last ten years of George II., 
accompanied as it was by a rise of prices, reduced the average annual 
exportation at the accession of George III., in 1760, to about 600,000 
quarters." 

But we have now reached the period at which the entries under 
notice were made, and a sufficient illustration, of a historical nature, 
has been obtained as to the nature of those entries, and of the principles 
involved in them. Of course the subject has a great variety of col- 
lateral issues and connections, all of them of more or less interest, and 
many of them affecting matters and details which have cropped up from 
time to time, and received more or less notice, in the pages of the 
divers volumes of the present series. But there is no occasion even to 
enumerate them, and a notice of even a few of the most prominent of 
them, such as the progress of enclosures, or the construction, or amend- 
ing, of highways and bridges, would lead us very much too far astray. 

Among the many other matters such as, in a sort, to claim attention 
in an Introductory Notice, may stand the entries connecting themselves 
more or less intimately with the progress of religious freedom. In the 
Introduction to last year's volume, as well as in that to its predecessor, 
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attention was drawn to the prevalence and extension of the Society of 
Friends ; and now again in the present volume, we have occasion to 
remark not only that there is no declension in its spread and apparent 
activity, but that the evidence seems distinctly to point to its continued, 
although it may be more gradual, progress ; houses for the solemniza- 
tion of their form of worship being licensed at the following places : — 
Carlton in Coverdale, Carlton in Husthwaite, Bilsdale, Borrowby, Cox- 
wold, Dalton, East Harlsey, Harome, Healey, High Ness, High Silton, 
Kirkby Moorside, Osmotherley, Sand Hutton, West Witton, and Yarm. 
Some proceedings against some members of the Society for the recovery 
of tithes will also be remarked in two or three places ; as well as that, 
in the case of an assessment to the poor laid upon the Meeting house 
and burial ground belonging to the Quakers of Bainbridge, which was 
referred to the decision of the Justices, it was settled in their favour, the 
" opinion of the Court being that it was not assessable and ought not to 
be assessed hereafter." 

Houses were licensed at Cotterdale, Hovingham, and Newby in the 
parish of Scalby, for the worship of Protestant Dissenters called Presby- 
terians ; while license was granted for the building of a chapel at 
Pickering, and for the use of a house at Newton in Cleveland and 
another at Thirsk for the worship of Protestant Dissenters, denomination 
not specified. 

Under the same general head, we may notice the entry on p. 291 
which records that a house at Thirsk was registered as " a Meeting- 
house for United Brethren." And also the Declaration to be made 
and subscribed by Protestant Dissenting Preachers given on p. 156 is 
worth passing note. 

Still under the same head, but in a different connection, there are 
three notices on pp. 290, 291, which by no means ought to be left 
without remark. The first is an Order that a person named Darney 
is to be committed to the House of Correction at Thirsk for a month, 
inasmuch as he had been found guilty upon indictment " of preaching 
contrary and not according to the liturgy and practice of the Church of 
England." One would like to have more particulars both touching the 
identity of the person, the place and occasion where and when the 
offence was committed, and the peculiar circumstances which character- 
ised it in, apparently, so marked a manner. And the other two entries 
referred to are in their way scarcely less perplexing. They are these : — 
a house at Ingleby Arncliff, and another at Hawnby, are " appointed 
to be registered Meeting-houses of members of the Church of England." 
As there are ancient churches belonging to both the parishes named, it 
seems hard to conceive what these meeting-houses of members of the 
Church of England could have been. [Query. — Proto-Wesleyans ?] 
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It hardly appears to be quite certain in what way the two entries, 
one on p. 236 (Oct. 6, 1741), and the other on p. 265 (Jan. 12, 1748), 
each recording the appointment of a Chairman for the instant Sessions 
only, should be regarded. Comparative inspection of the various 
lists of Justices present at the various Sessions seems to show that the 
two principles of rank and seniority are recognisable in the arrangement 
of names followed in the said lists. The Nobleman, if there be one 
present, heads the catalogue, and next to the Nobleman the eldest (or 
indeed any) son of a Nobleman. Then come the Baronets (with an 
occasional intromission of the Church), and after them the Esquires; 
and both the Knights and the Esquires will be found on comparison, to 
occupy the same relative places in the successive lists given. There 
can be little or no doubt indeed, and on quite other grounds than such 
a rule as the apparent one in these lists, that the order of precedency 
was thoroughly well understood and acted upon in the days of these 
now remote Sessions, and it is possible that rank sometimes, though 
hardly customarily, over-rode seniority and even experience. But in 
reality there is not the slightest hint in any single entry throughout the 
entire space of time covered in the long series of Volumes of Sessional 
records abstracted or noted in the present series (1605 to 1749), of 
such a nature as to illustrate the practice pursued in the choosing or 
appointing of a presiding Justice at the divers Sessions. It is true the 
compiler of a book which was published last year (the chief character- 
istic of which is hardly its accuracy, perhaps), has been ingenious 
enough to discover in the " North Riding Records " the name of 
William Lord Eure occurring as Chairman of Quarter Sessions in York- 
shire {sic) in 1586, and again at a later date, viz., July 8th, 1614, " the 
name of Sir Willam Eure occurs as Chairman of the Sessions." The 
statement in either case is positive if not precise ; but I am afraid there 
is no evidence available to support it, the inferences in favour of even 
the supposition being themselves liable to qualification as above. 

The only suggestion I should venture to make in connection with 
the two entries under special notice is, that the action in either case was 
exceptional ; that, owing to some cause not explained, the gentleman 
who customarily acted as Chairman, whether such by courtesy, by elec- 
tion, or by other mode of appointment, was absent ; as also (assuming 
there was such an officer) his " Vice " or " Deputy ; " and that the 
Justices assembled provided for the due discharge of business by the 
appointment of a substitute. And I think that quite possibly the 
character and standing of either of the two gentlemen named as the 
pro tetn. Chairman, may furnish an intimation that the actual Chairman 
for the time being was not such simply either in virtue of his rank or 
his seniority. Mr. Turner represented the County in four successive 
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Parliaments ; stood well with King William ; was liberal and patriotic ; 
and as a Magistrate acquired the reputation of uprightness and integrity. 
And Mr. Cholmley's " Record " stands scarcely lower : — He was Member 
of Parliament for the borough of Hedon from 1706 to 1724; High 
Sheriff for the County of York in the year last-named ; and for several 
years Surveyor-General of Crown lands. He retired early from public 
engagements, contenting himself with private life at his Whitby resid- 
ence, and with the discharge of the duties devolving on an intelligent 
and by no means inactive Justice of the Peace. 

I have space but for a few paragraphs more ; but I scarcely like to leave 
the frequent memoranda of the appointment of Gamekeepers, with which 
indeed a large proportion of the present volume is thickly studded, and 
the vast amount of invaluable local and other information stored up for 
us in the Registrations of Papists' Estates, altogether without reference 
in this Notice. In the case of the appointments of Gamekeepers, it is 
not merely that we have presented to our observation the calling or 
social position of the recipients of the Deputation in the individual 
cases (frequently adverted to in the notes), but information in manifold 
cases as to the succession of the various lords of the manors concerned; 
and above all as to what and where the manors themselves were, how 
constituted, and of what extent. And this as coming into the hands 
of the future historian of the Manor, will be found to be of no ordinary 
value. 

As to the Registration documents, the details that crop up in almost 
every page are alike numerous, interesting and valuable. The list of 
owners alone, and in divers cases of successive owners, is valuable ; the 
conditions on which the lands were held ; the advancing value of the 
lands; the curious survival to so late a date of such curious " services" ;. 
the curious local features and facts, usages, customs and rights ; the 
incidental mention of, or comment upon, practice, claim or alleged 
right ; the occurrence of local words or terms and phrases, each 
wedded to a local custom or practice ; the names of persons and places, 
all more or less " local," and numbers of them more or less notice- 
able if not noteworthy ; all these matters, and others too many to be 
catalogued, are stereotyped in these registered documents for our 
interest and information. And all this quite apart from the important 
bearing of " the presentments of Catholic Recusants and the Registra- 
tion of Catholics' estates upon the story of Catholic Recusancy in 
the northern shires." 

Before coming to quite the 5nal paragraphs of tliis Introduction, I 
should like to emphasize what follows, emanating from Mr. Cordy 
Jeaffreson's pen in his original Report on " The manuscripts of the 
Lord Lieutenant and Justices of the Peace of the N. Riding of York- 
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shire lying at the Clerk of the Peace's office, Northallerton." He 
writes : — " These archives abound also in testimony obtainable in the 
same measure from no other source, respecting the local influence and 
activity of North Riding famihes. It is in the Sessional records of 
a Shire that one sees most clearly which were the families, and which 
were the men of those families, that distinguished themselves in former 
times by activity in its public affairs. And those who are familiar with 
such archives can alone fully apprehend the insufficiency of the old- 
fashioned County histories produced by compilers who either had no 
opportunities, or neglected to use their opportunities, of examining the 
real Records of the counties that engaged their attention.'' 

The floods of rampant and aggressive rubbish, mischievous rather 
than merely worthless, much of it professing to be historical, and the 
rest archaeological and philological, that are now-a-days let loose in the 
weekly Supplement of Provincial newspapers, and often collected into 
imposing looking volumes ; or in the cheap but most fallacious "Guides" 
to this or that place of sea-side or other resort ; or that are spouted 
forth by some amateur local historian or archaeologist on the occasion 
of the visit of a so-termed " Learned " or " Literary and Philosophical 
Society " to some such scene ; render the implied warning (rather than 
caution) contained • in these sentences more than ever necessary, and 
weighty when uttered. But at least, the North Riding Record Society 
may congratulate itself on having been the means of putting the thought- 
ful and painstaking reader generally, as well as the compiler, in pos- 
session of such a store of historical facts as the past County historian 
has never had available, and as the future historian will be thankful to 
have had made available. 

Only a few sentences more, and those in direct reference to the 
following entry on p. 265, — -"The several Chief Constables for this 
Riding to deliver an exact account of what sum every township within 
their several Weapontakes pays to the county rates when ;!^ioo, ^£200, 
£3°°! £40°) S-fid ;^5oo are estreated to be paid throughout the whole 
North Riding, that the same may be recorded amongst the Records of 
the Sessions." The date, as will be seen, is Oct. 6, 1747. The account 
was duly made and in the form prescribed, and it is as duly preserved 
amongst the said Records. It occupies several leaves at the end of 
the last Volume of Minutes and Orders I have had under hand — the 
last, indeed, it is proposed to deal with in the way of extract and 
abstract, or otherwise — and I have copy of it, which I hope, if this Intro- 
duction and the Index do not swell the present volume to excessive 
dimensions, to be able to print in smaller type in a quasi- Appendix. 
Some of the revelations made therein are (unless they admit of 
explanation which at present is not apparent) of a nature such as to 
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be surprising, if not (at least in some instances) rather startling. The 
presumed taxable property of the Riding seems to have been located 
in a manner and in places where we, in the late nineteenth Century, 
would not have looked for it, and in a way we cannot quite comprehend.

* That this " local name " is, more than possibly, of considerable interest, will be 
perceptible on perusal of the following extracts : — " Scattered broadcast over all parts 
of England . . . are certain earthworks of a peculiar character, and which should 
not be confounded with those of Roman or British origin, though occasioDally super- 
imposed upon them. Their chief and most striking characteristic is a circular mound 
table-topped, and surrounded by a deep and broad ditch, out of which, where the 
mound is wholly artificial, it has been formed. . . . These mounds are of various 
sizes, from 30 to 40 feet high from the general level, and from 50 to 70 feet from the 
bottom of the ditch, and from 60 to 120 feet in diameter at the top. . . . An earth- 
work of this description is what is described in the Anglo-Saxon Chronicle as a burh, 
and when we read that So-and-so wrought or getymbred a hiirh, this is what we may 
expect to find, unless the works have been levelled or defaced. These burhs are not, 
like British earthworks, placed on the tops of hills, nor like Roman stations upon 
main roads : they were the centres of large Saxon estates, the seats of great land- 
owners, for which reason, when these were dispossessed, they were taken possession of 
by the Normans, and gradually their houses and defences of timber were replaced by 
regular masonry, the keep occupying the mound. . . . Usually these burhs are 
original Saxon works, all the parts being of one date. Sometimes, however, they 
are placed upon a Roman station, in which cases the alteration of the earlier work is 
evident, and is further shewn by the rectangular plan of what remains unaltered." 
(From a paper by G. T. Clark in the September part of the Archaological Journal, 
1889.) Some details given by Mr. Clark as to the earthworks connected with these 
mounds in a variety of instances, are omitted in the extract as given, inasmuch as they 
hardly are essential to the object of this note. Without agreeing with Mr. Clark in 
all his statements and inferences — especially as to the use of the term Saxon in the 
Danish counties, and the assumption of Roman origin in the case of square moated 
mounds — still there is no little to arouse attention and excite interest about the objects 
he is speaking of. Indeed, the interest may be described as twofold. For much has 
been written within the last few years touching Folk-moots, Moot-hills, Mark-moots, 
and so forth ; and theories have been formulated and published which it is not only 
quite impossible to keep dissociated from these Moot-hills or Moated-mounds, but 
which it is the purpose of the writers in question to associate with them. That these 
theories are not universally accepted, nor likely to be, is fairly evident from the 
following sentences — one instance out of several : — "The mark-moot of some modern 
writers is a phantom of unsupported conjecture which only recedes farther and farther 
into the land of shadows when one endeavours to track it to some solid ground of 
evidence. It is likely enough that there was from very ancient times some sort of 
township or village meeting. . . . But they have not the powers or attributes of a 
regular court of justice, and there is nothing to show that they ever had " (Paper by 
Sir F. Pollock in Macmillan' s Magazine, April, 1890). As far as one can judge by 
the form of the present name, the hill in question must have been of the Moot -hill 
class. In the Cleveland district there are several, but mainly, not to say exclusively, 
rectangular. This named in the text will be further mentioned in the Introduction.

* This is an entry which, as specifying the existence of the three Courts named, is 
perhaps of more than doubtful interest. As will be seen from what is appended 
below, the matter is not without its peculiarities, and distinctly not without its diffi- 
culties. Mr. Scrutton (Commons and Common Fields, p. 18) after adverting to 
certain facts as " only explicable on the assumption of at least some free village com- 
munities existing up to the time of the Norman Conquest, at any rate in the Danish 
and a few adjoining counties," goes on to say that " there is one rule which is diffi- 
cult to understand on any view of the facts. A manor cannot exist without a Court 
Baron ; ' which is the chief prop and pillar of a manor, which no sooner faileth but 
the manor faileth to the ground ; it is as ancient as manors themselves ' (Coke, Com- 
plete Copyholder, p. 57). And the Court Baron cannot exist without at least two 
freeholders . . . But if the Court Baron is essential to the manor, and free tenants 
are essential to the Court Baron, there must, one would think, have been free tenants 
from the origin of manors. Yet in the Domesday Survey we find at any rate one 
great class of free tenants, the liberi homUies and socmanni, only existing in a manor 
in local and exceptional cases. . . . Mr. Seebohm concludes that these were of 
Danish or of Norman origin, as was possibly the Court Baron itself; whilst in those 
districts of England not so much under Danish or Norman influence the demesne 
lands were not let out until a later period to permanent freeholding tenants. The 
suggested Norman source is introduced on the authority of a passage in the Inquisitio 
Elensis, relating to a district where socmanni and liberi homines were known to be 
present, which, in its enumeration of classes of men, leaves, he thinks, only Fran- 
cigence baronum the Norman, or totius centuriatus the Danish, origin from which 
these free men could spring. But if this is so we are placed in this position that, 
though free tenants were essential to a Court Baron, and the Court Bai-on was 
essential to a manor, by the common law (which, as has been justly observed, 
' generally represents very ancient custom '), yet at the time of the Conquest, when 
all England, according to Domesday, was covered with maneria, this characteristic 
of free tenants was lacking in all manors, except some of those in counties specially 
susceptible to Danish influence. For though it is true that in Bracton's time free 
men may hold tenements in villeinage, retaining their personal freedom, yet in Mr. 
Seebohm's view the villanus with his servile services (p. 97) was a ' serf,' gradually 
rising to customary freedom, and belonging to a community which had 'a servile 
origin' (p. 178). It is hard to see why Mr. Seebohm should suggest that the Court 
Baron was a Norman introduction, as in his view the materials for it only existed in the 
Danish counties ; and there is no special reason why the Normans should introduce 
such a Court in manors in those counties, but not in manors elsewhere. And if it is 
to be attributed to Danish sources, it is at least as plausible an explanation to say 
that the influence of Danish freedom kept alive the older customs in those counties, 
which in the rest of England were falling into decay. From this point of view the 
class of evidence collected by Mr. Gomme in his work on Primitive Folk-moots is of 
importance. Setting out in great detail the comparative historical evidence which shows 
that courts in free communities, and admitted to be of freemen, are held in a certain 
way, he shows by a careful investigation of the records of local courts, that Manorial 
courts had similar incidents to these admitted courts of freemen. They were 
frequently held in the open air with the same forms and proceedings ; in each the 
freemen were the judges, and oflicers were elected to carry out the agricultural regu- 
lation of the community. . . . The position of the Court Baron is emphasized by the

different characteristics of the other great manorial Court, the Court Leet. While 
there is a Court Baron in every manor, there is only a Court Leet in those manors m 
which the petty criminal jurisdiction which a Court Leet exercises has been granted by 
the King. The Court Baron is the Lord's Court ; the Court Leet the King's, and 
as such the higher Court. In the Court Baron the suitors are judges ; only free- 
holders can serve, but the Court cannot exist without two of them. In the Court 
Leet, the steward, representing his lord, is judge ; any person happening to be in 
the district may be called to serve on the jury ; and the Court can be held though 
there are no freeholders in the manor. There are traces too of a time when the 
Court Baron of the freeholders regarded the presence and claims of the lord as an 
usurpation. . . . Now this Court Baron of the manor, with these distinct character- 
istics was the Court that dealt with the property of the freeholders and suitors and 
with the common rights in the manor. The Court Leet does not as a rule inquire 
into inclosure of commons, which is not a public nuisance but a private wrong. It 
m,ay inquire into encroachments or purprestures on the lord's soil or highways, or 
into putting diseased horses on the common, for these are public nuisances. It may 
also by custom make bylaws for the commons, though some writers are of opinion 
that this arises from a confusion of functions, the Court Leet and Court Baron being 
held together. But usually the Court Baron inquires into encroachments on the 
common, and into surcharging the common either beyond number or with beasts not 
commonable. Besides these inquiries it made regulations for the enjoyment of the 
commons. To this category belong the bylaws of many Yorkshire manors, framed 
by the Courts Baron, confirmed by the lord, and enforced by the Bylawmen chosen 
by the freeholders." Views, however, more or less inconsistent with parts of those 
thus advanced, are met with in the article in Macmillan's Mai;azine quoted from 
in a nearly preceding note (p. 3). In it we find Sir F. Pollock writing : " In 
England the feudal system of jurisdiction never quite had its own way. It was im- 
ported as an exotic, and comparatively late. Private jurisdictions were coming in, 
after Continental example, before the Norman Conquest, but apparently not long 
before. Thus the tradition of the old public courts was never quite effaced, and on 
the other hand the King's government and the King's justice, in the hands of such 
rulers as Henry the Second and Edward the First, gained strength apace and checked 
feudalism in time. The private lords' courts were not abolished, but they were made 
to know their place, and the creation of new feudal jurisdictions was cut short by the 
great statute known as Quia Emptores. . . . Many private jurisdictions must have 
perished by mere decay. . . . The trouble of collecting the lord's free tenants from 
remote places to make up a court must have worked the same way. Private courts 
on the whole survived only where there was a sort of compact nucleus of local busi- 
ness and interests by which they could be maintained. Such a nucleus was afforded 
by the complex social structure known as the Manor. . . Feudal jurisdiction sur- 
vives in a degenerate and somewhat undignified form, in the Court Baron of a modern 
manor. That the court of the free tenants is an essentially feudal court, accounted 
for as a natural incident of their tenure, and needs nothing else to account for it, has 
been shown independently, and I think conclusively, by Professor Maitland and Mr. 
G. H. Blakesley. But although there may be a manor of purely feudal constitution, 
comprising only the lord and freehold tenants, we know that a manor in fact 
commonly includes elements which are not feudal, and tenures which are not freehold,

the customary or so-called base tenures by which, in one or another variety, copyhold 
lands are held to this day. . . . An English manor, as we find it from the Conquest 
downwards, included the lord, the free tenants who held of the lord by regular feudal 
tenures and owed suit to the court, and the villeins or customary tenants who held 
land according to the custom of the manor in villenage or base tenure, being gener- 
ally bound not only to make stated payments in kind but to furnish work on the 
lord's own land at stated times. The lands held on these conditions were in the 
legal theory of post-Norman times part of the lord's domain, or were counted, as we 
should now say, in hand. . . . Tenants of this class were commonly, though not 
always, unfree in person, in technical Latin, nalivi. They are represented by the 
copyholders of modern times, though any general differences of condition or rank 
between freeholders and copyholders has long ceased to exist. . . One thing rather 
apt to be forgotten is that the manor, as we know it, cannot have developed out of 
the township by any uniform process. For the township was not merged in the 
manor ; it continued to have distinct though less conspicuous existence. . . Manors 
constantly include several townships or parts of townships ; parts of the same town- 
ship often belong to two or even more manors. It will not do therefore to assume 
that the manor court was made out of an older township court by putting the lord 
on the top of it and introducing the sharp legal distinction between free and custom- 
ary tenures. We could not get over the want of any regular territorial coincidence 
even if we knew that a township court had existed ; and we do not know that. " 
And then follows the passage quoted in the note just now referred to, beginning 
" The mark-moot of some writers," and going on to "nothing to show they ever 
had " the powers or attributes, that is, of a regular court of justice. Our writer then 
continues : " It is not the feudal manor but the ecclesiastical parish that has overlaid, 
so to speak, the ancient English township ; it is the vestry meeting, and not the 
Court Baron, that represents the old village meeting, if anything does. It is true 
that our law-books say there are two courts, the Court Baron for the free tenants, and 
the customary court for the copyholders, though in fact they are always held at the 
same time and place ; and this naturally suggests that the customary court represents 
an ancient popular court of some kind. But examination shows that this distinction 
is nothing but a piece of comparatively modern formalism. There is no sign of it in 
early court-rolls. As a rule the court is described merely by the name of the manor, 
and when there is any epithet it is called a ' lawful court ' without further specifica- 
tion. We do not know in what way the customary tenants became attached to the 
lord's court " From these extracts, varying in view, as they do in some particulars, 
we yet find that the authors are at one in holding the existence of but two courts as 
connected with a manor, the Court Baron and the Court Leet, and that these two 
courts are in danger of being, in some respects, confounded the one with the other ; 
while, in the passage we are commenting on, there is mention of — as attaching to the 
Manor of Ampleforth — a " Court Leet and Court Baron, and also a customary 
court, with all franchises &c. appertaining." And this is very mysterious ; for it is 
hard to think that, in a formal document like the present, the ordinary description of 
the manorial courts should, or even could, have been blundered. And if not, then 
the alternative is that at Ampleforth a century and half ago, and for what length of 
time before that one cannot even surmise, the strange anomaly of a Court Customary 
over and above the Court Leet and Court Baron was actually in existence.

value. "The Statute of Merton in 1236 gave a parliamentary sanction to the 
enclosure of wastes by a lord ol the manor." . . . There were in a manor rights of 
conmnon of pasture — I. Over that portion of the common arable land which was 
lying fallow in its rotation, and over the arable land which was being tilled that year, 
as soon as the harvest was over. 2. " Sometimes," says Fitzherbert, "there is many 
towns wherein their closes and pastures lie in severaltie ; there is commonlie a 
common close taken in out of the common fields by tenants of the same towne, in the 
which close eveiy man is stinted and set to a certaintie how many beasts he shall 
have in the same." 3. There was common in the woods and wastes of the manor : 
" In the lord's outwoods that lie common to his tenants, as common moors or heaths 
which was never arable land. ... In these commons says Fitzherbert, "the lord 
should not be stinted because the whole common is his own." . . . The inclosure of 
waste lands not subject to tillage is a matter standing by itself. If we leave for the 
present the question of the lord's rights at common law as before the Statute of 
Merton to inclose or approve such land, we may note that the process of inclosure by 
assent was in use, the lord usually yielding some privilege to the commoners for their 
consent. . . . Whether or not prior to the Statute of Merton in 1236 the lord of a 
manor could inclose ground over which rights of common existed, at any rate that 
Statute provided a means for such inclosure. It recites : — " Inasmuch as many 
magnates of England who have enfeoffed their knights (milites) and free-tenants in 
sub-tenements in their own great manors, have complained of their inability to make 
good their own benefit from the residue of their manors, as, for instance, in the 
matter of wastes, woodlands, and pastures, whereas the feoffees themselves have 
adequate pasture relatively to their several tenements, wherefore, if it is shown before 
the justices that such tenants have sufficient pasture and free access to it, the lords 
shall be protected in their inclosures." . . . The privilege thus conceded or, at least 
sanctioned, was somewhat further extended and explained by the Statute of West- 
minster in 1285, and the writer goes on to observe: "These being the two great 
Statutes as to the lord's power to approve or inclose, the question has been much 
debated whether, before the Statute of Merton, the lord had power to inclose against 
commoners if he left sufficient common to satisfy their lights ; in other words whether 
the Statute of Merton affirmed or changed the common law. . . . The general 
current of modern judicial decisions is to hold that the common law before the Statute 
of Merton did allow the lord to approve, leaving sufficiency of pasture for the tenant. 
Mr. Elton thinks that the lord had at common law a right of approvement, Mr. 
Williams that he had it against rights of common derived from user, but not against 
rights derived from grant ; Mr. Digby says that the lord had at common law a power 
of approvement. I am," continues Mr, Scrutton, "with great doubt, of the opinion 
that, as, so far as his tenants were concerned, the lord could not deal with his wastes 
so as to derogate from his grants of common, so therefore in all caseS where he had 
granted pasture for a certain number of animals, he could approve his wastes at 
common law provided that he left enough pasture to satisfy his previous grants, and 
that therefore the Statute of Merton was declaratory of the common law ; I think 
that the same principle applied to those who had rights over his land other than by 
his grant, as by use or neighbourhood ; and that the lord could approve against them, 
unless their rights by usage extended over the whole land, and were incapable of 
stint." 

It may be expedient to cite a few passages from Sir Frederic Pollock's "Land- 
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Will. Dawson, John Lambert, and The. Sraales at 2^. each : all which 
said tenants or farmers, besides their said reserved rents, are obliged to 
work or lead materiall for the repairs of the said mills : all which said 
manner, mess^"., &c., I by indenture dated 9th Feb'^., 1715, for the 

laws " also, by way of connparison, if no stronger word should be used. " The 
village greens which still exist in many parts of the country may fairly be regarded as 
a remnant of old unappropriated common land. Here the modern legal theory 
simply reverses the order of the facts. These bits of ground used by the inhabitants 
for recreation are in most cases ground which never really belonged to any several 
owner. Not having been allotted by the township when the township was a reality, 
and having escaped wholly or in part from the encroachment of the lord or his agents, 
they remain open for common enjoyment. But the theory of the law-book is that 
they belonged to the lord, and that in early times he granted rights of enjoyment over 
it, or allowed them to grow up by way of custom. And though of late years judges 
have more than once admitted from the bench the historical futility of this theory, it 
is now hardly possible to break with it altogether for legal purposes. We now speak 
of a custom for the inhabitants of a parish to dance or to play lawful games at season- 
able times on such and such a piece of land, the land being imagined to belong to 
some person whose ordinary rights over it as owner are limited by the customary use 
of strangers. This is really fiction and nothing else in the majority of cases ; but the 
fiction is inveterate. Rights of common have a similar history, though both the facts 
and the legal treatment of them are more complex. The simpler case of the village 
green may help us to a clear understanding of the legal nature of a common. Ac- 
cording to the doctrine of the books a common is the waste of a manor. And we 
will confine ourselves to the more ordinary case of a common lying wholly within the 
bounds of a single manor. The waste of a manor, then, is in the modern legal theory 
so much of the lord's land as his predecessors have not found it worth while either to 
take into cultivation on their own account, or to let out to tenants. Those prede- 
cessors have at some remote time granted to their tenants various privileges over this 
unoccupied land ; the liberty of pasture, or of taking sand and gravel, or cutting 
underwood, and such like matters convenient for the use and enjoyment of their 
cultivated holdings. These liberties have ripened by long continuance into rights, 
which the lord can no longer withhold. All the rights of the commoners are thus 
conceived as having been carved, as it were, out of the original full and absolute 
dominion of some imaginary predecessor of the existing lord. It is allowed, indeed, 
that in the one case of common of pasture the tenant's right might be in some measure 
independent of the lord's will, being annexed by law to his tenement if there was 
nothing to exclude it. This is the doctrine of ' common appendant ' •- but the general 
theory is as I have stated it. We have great reason to say again, as we said in the 
particular case of the village green, that this theory reverses the facts. We cannot 
say it, however, without some qualifications. A great many of ihe manors now or 
formerly existing represent ancient communities in which, little by little, the authority 
of the community was engrossed by the most considerable man in it, until he became 
lord, and the other landholders became his dependents. But a manor might also be 
formed without going through the earlier stages at all. Free dependents and eman- 
cipated serfs might gather round a lord until they formed a community comparable in 
size to the old free township. Under such conditions we should expect usages to 
spring up imitated from those of the older communities, and modelled as far as possible 
on them ; but these usages would in such a case really owe their force to the permis- 
sion and consent of the lord, as they were feigned to do by the theory of the lawyers 
in the case where the lord was only an overgrown member of the township. Thus we 
have a possible class of cases in whi'.h the theory to some extent answers to the real 
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consideration of ^3,000 to be accordingly actually and really paid to 
me, did grant, &c., to farm to the said John I,awton, his executors, &c. 
to hold the same from thenceforth and during the term of twenty-one 
years, if I should so long live, at the rent of a peppercorne at the 
feast of St. Michaell, if lawfully demanded ; and the said John Lawton 
is in actual receipt, &c., of all rents, &c., of the said premises for his 
own use, benefit, and behoof for the said term, subject to an outpay- 
ment or yearly free rent to the Crowne of ^2. o.

facts. ... On the whole then we may say that rights of common and all similar 
rights are derived either from the ancient use and enjoyment of undivided common 
land under the customary regulations imposed by the township to which the land 
belonged, or from use and enjoyment really granted by lords to their inferior tenants 
in imitation of the ancient customs." 

So much for the theory, or rather theories, as they are customarily entertained and 
stated. As to the practice, in these northern manors at the least, there can be no 
doubt that the lords really exercised the power of "permitting and consenting" to 
inclosure, and that it was in continual use. Almost hundreds of cases in point can be 
cited (to mention but a few examples) in the extensive manor of Whitby ; not a few 
(several of them noted in a pievious volume of this series) in the manor of Egton ; 
and yet again, a very large number in the manor of Danby, wherein more than one 

case is met with of the enclosure in actual process of execution. And moreover a 

matter which follows as a necessary consequence — the lord himself can and does 
enclose and build on the enclosed space, and take the rents of both, as well as " per- 
mit and consent to " such enclosure.

And he gives the following extracts in illustration : — " Blanch holding is generally 
defined to be that in which the vassal pays a small duty to the superior, in full of all 
services, as an acknowledgment of his right, or in some other subject, as a penny 
money, a pair of gilt spurs, a pound of wax or of pepper, &c. , nomine atbce firniLB ' 
(Erskine's Institutes). And he adds, " It is supposed that this term originated in the 
substitution of payment in white or silver money, instead of a duty in the produce 
of the land. For the term alhus was used in the same sense with moncta argentea. 
This was in French rendered blanc ; and was particularly transferred to a small kind 
of white money formerly current in France." To this I will only add an extract 
from a private letter from a friend who has frequently given me very valuable aid in 
the writing of the notes called for in the annotations required in these Records. 
"Rents of assize may be taken as equivalent to the established and invariable pay- 
ments due from freeholders and ancient copyholders of a manor. Of these, those 
due from freeholders are often called chief rents, redditus capitales, and both 
sorts indifferently termed quit-rents, ' qnieti redditus,' because thereby the tenant goes 
quit and free of all other services. When these payments were reserved in silver or 
white money, they were anciently called ' white rents ' or ' blank farms, 'jWAVmj- albi.

"We are told in all the books dealing with the history of our land Jaws or land 
tenure, that the copyholder of the modern and later medieval English system grew 
out of the villein of older times. The statement is certainly true in some sense . . . 
but the meaning of the proposition depends on the meaning of its terms. The first 
of them is clear enough. We all know, or may easily know whenever we please, 
what is meant by a copyholder. A copyholder is a tenant of a manor who is said to 
hold his tenement 'at the will of the lord according to the custom of the manor.' 
This means that the tenant's rights are nominally dependent on the will of the lord ; 
but the lord is bound to exercise his will according to the custom, so that the tenant 
is really as safe as if he were an absolute owner. . . The tenant's title, however, is 
evidenced not by deeds in his own possession, but by the records of the lord's court, 
which show the admission of successive tenants by the lord or his steward. For this 
reason the tenant is said to ' hold by copy of court roll.' He is generally debaried 
from some of the rights of an absolute owner, such as cutting timber and opening 
mines, and has to pay fines on alienation ; and often, besides these, the curious and 
vexatious fine in kind, called a heriot, on a succession. . . These payments represent 
a price paid for the lord's consent to admit a purchaser, or accept the dead tenant's 
heir. Also there are money rents payable to the lord which once were of substantial 
character, and often can be made out to have been the full letting value of the land 
in the thirteenth or fourteenth century. . . . Thus, whatever account may be given 
of particular customs, we need have no fear in saying that the modern copyholders 
are the historical successors of the Old English landholders who had inheritable 
titles according to local custom, evidenced not by writing but by witness of the 
neighbours, and paid dues and services originally to the State or community, and 
afterwards to a lord. . . Late in the sixteenth century one-third of the land in 
England was still copyhold " (pp. 43, 44, 49). This will fully explain many of the 
entries involved in the present and preceding registrations ; and what follows will 
illustrate the matter of small houses to which rights of common were annexed. 
" There can be little doubt that the practice of pasturing by inhabitants has descended 
from very early times, and was in fact a recognized right in the community before the 
idea arose that the soil was the property of the lord. To the same origin doubtless 
must be referred most of the rights of a similar character enjoyed by freeholders and 
copyholders ; and while there seems no reason to suppose that the soil was not con- 
sidered the lord's from a very early period, there can be no doubt that he was treated 
as, directly or indirectly, the owner of all the soil in the manor from very soon after 
the Conquest. And thus the legal view of the origin of commons may be quite com- 
patible with the historical view ; and the essence of the legal view is that all legal 
rights of common originate in the lord's grant, or in his permission and sufferance " 
(Scrutton, pp. 38, 40, 41). See also a previous note touching houses built upon the 
common (p. 13). The whole subject is one of considerable difficulty, and there are 
yet varying opinions as to many of the points which are, to a greater or less extent, 
illustrated by this series of historical documents,

The probable origin of the uncertainty expressed in 
the text is the almost positive certainty that down to the time of the Conquest if not 
later still, Westerdale, with its appendages of moor and forest, was practically an 
unknown, at least an unexplored, region.

I . . . doe sincerely promise and swear that I will be faithful and 
bear true allegiance to His Majesty King George. So help me God. 

I . . . doe swear that I doe from my heart abhor, detest and abjure 
as impious and heretical that damnable doctrine and position that 
Princes excommunicated or deprived by the Pope or any authority of 
the See of Rome may be deposed or murthered by their subjects, or 
any other whatsoever, and I do declare that no foreign prince, person, 
prelate, state, or potentate hath or ought to have any jurisdiction, 
power, superiority, preeminence or authority, ecclesiastical or spiritual, 
within this realm. So help me God. 

I . . . doe truly and sincerely acknowledge, profess, testifie, and 
declare in my conscience before God and the world that our sovereign 
Lord King George is lawful! and rightfull King of this realm and all 
other his Majesty's dominions and countries thereunto belonging. And 
I doe solemnly and sincerely declare that I doe believe in my con- 
science that the person pretended to be Prince of Wales, during the 
life of the late King James, and since his decease pretending to be, 
and taking upon himselfe the stile and title of King of England by the 
name of James the Third, of Scotland by the name of James the Eight, 
or the stile and title of King of Great Brittain, hath not any right or title 
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whatsoever to the crown of this realm or any other the dominions there- 
unto belonging ; and I doe renounce, refuse and abjure any allegiance 
or obediance to him, and I doe swear that I will bear faith and true 
allegiance to His Majesty King George, and him will defend to the 
utmost of my power against all traiterous conspiracies and attempts 
whatsoever which shall be made against his person, crown, or dignity, 
and I will doe my utmost endeavour to disclose and make known to 
His Majesty and his successors all treasons and traiterous conspiracies 
which I shall know to be against him, or any of them ; and I doe faith- 
fully promise to the utmost of my power to support, maintain, and 
defend the succession of the Crown against him the said James and all 
other persons whatsoever : which succession, by an Act intituled an 
Act for the Further Limitation of the Crown and Better Securing the

The probability perhaps is that 
these lists remain while others of an earlier date, if indeed ever formally kept, have 
been lost or destroyed. It is true, events of almost startling magnitude and im- 
portance were befalling, and the political world was in no small sense or degree dis- 
turbed, almost convulsed. The Stamp Act had been passed and repealed ; minis- 
tries had fallen, and that which became known as the Chatham Ministry had been 
formed, the Great Commoner becoming no long time after the Earl of Chatham. 
But there was nothing in all this to occasion any new movement in the line indi- 
cated, at first sight, by the occurrence of such memoranda as those printed in 
the Text.

Ordered that an ass', be laid upon the inhab'". of New Malton, not 
exceeding bd. in the pound, for and towards the clensing of the market- 
place, and repairing the highways ; Ordered that an ass', be laid upon 
the inhab'=. of Hutton Rudby, not exceeding bd. in the pound, for 
enlarging the highway betwixt Hutton and Sexow ; Ordered that Tho. 
Story of Old Byland be appointed messinger to the Justices of the 
Peace for carrying Orders and other letters to them, and that he have 
for the same £,'^ per annum, to be paid by the Thr'^ half yearly ; Will 
Judson appointed gamekeeper by Will. Thompson, Esq., for the 
Mannor of Eberston ; John Temple appointed gamekeeper by Will. 
Thompson, Esq., for the said mannor; whereas Geo. Nelson, his wife 
and child, were removed from Skelton to Whitby by warrant under the 
hands and seals of Sir Will.

Now, upon hearing councill on both sides, this Court doth confirm the 
said warrant, and the Overseers of the poor of Whitby are to take care 
and provide for the said Geo.

* The following pages consist simply of selected extracts from the MINUTES and 
ORDERS appertaining to the years between 1715 and 1746, made on the principle 
of omitting all matters of mere routine or detail, and noting only such as are more or 
less illustrative of local or general history, the circumstances of the times, manorial 
practice, alterations in procedure, and the lilce ; together with notices of all entries 
having to do with the expansion of Nonconformity and the growing feeling of religious 
independence. Not a few of these entries will be seen at once to be such as to throw- 
light on many points or principles of recent and continuing practice in connection 
with county or parochial economy, or both. The first two entries, as a case in point 
are sufficiently suggestive of the nature and direction of ameliorating influences now 
in something more than mere inception. 
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At Stokesley, July 16, 17 17.

* These frequent appointments of Gamekeepers are worthy of notice in connection 
with the history of the Game-laws : but perliaps the matter of most interest in the 
present instance is the designation of the person to whom the deputation is made. 
He is a gene>-osns or gentleman. In further entries of the same class, other like cases, 
and even more than one or tw^o of Clerical Gamekeepers, will be noticed. 

t From a little before this date the bridge in question begins to be called Duck 
Bridge, and, as it appears, from the name of the parish official who had much to do 
with its reparation not long before. A note on the three mediceval bridges in Danby 
township will be found at p. 242, Vol. VII., which requires modification touching the 
assumed date of Castleton Bridge. From all considerations, the inevitable presump- 
tion was that the original bridge on that site must have been the earliest in the dis- 
trict. I have now met with reasons for concluding that it was the Eskethwoyte- 
brigge which was in being in 1245 ; and on showing a very faithful drawing of it to 
a thoroughly competent Architectural authority, he at once recognised such features 
and such a resemblance to the arch of a Durham bridge known to have been built by 
Bishop Pudsey, as to lead him to assign it to about the same date, or to the last quarter 
of the I2th century. If only as much was known about the Ainthorpe Bridge as 
survives connected with the other two, it might be possible to develop an historical 
sketch, founded on the bridges jointly with the circumstances and condition of the 
district, of no small value as well as interest. And even as it is, the facts which re- 
main, when duly arrayed and analysed, have information of an unexpected kind and 
attraction to impart.

+ As pertinent to the history and theory of Inclosure, and in connection with 
previous annotations thereupon, this entry is such as to claim notice, and especially 
as connected with what follows. 

X There are several matters to be noted in this entry. First, the date of the Inden- ^ 
ture, as well as the previous Order annotated on. The indenture is post-dated ; the 
30th day of the month on the 14th of which the Sessions are dated. Second, the 
position of the piece of ground to be enclosed, viz., "in the town-street " near the 
bottom of the same, and betwixt two other houses already built ; and not forgetting 
that street is merely another word for road and has nothing to do with a row, or rows, 
of houses. Third, the legal mode of raising the money necessary to defray the cost 
of inclosure and building, secured by Act of Parliament, the separate and special 
consent of the Lord of the manor to such inclosure being previously obtained. Th?

Browne be appointed 
gamekeeper for Manfield and Cleebeck by the Right Hon"'', the Lord 
Bruce ; the Constables of Easingwold to seize, sell and dispose of four 
horses and what goods they have belonging to Will. Bailey, Jas. and 
Peter Bailey and Peter Bailey, sen', and William his son, and pay them- 
selves out of them ;£6 for their charges they have been at in seizing 
and conveying them to the Ho. of Corr". at Thirske, and other charges, 
and what remains over and above the said ;£6 to be restored to the said 
Will. Bailey. 

At Thirske, October 2, 1722. 

The Thi'^ to pay John Storry 17.?. 6d. for his trouble and expence in 
carrying messages to several Justices ; a warrant to goe out to the C. C. 
of Pickering Lyth to order his Petty Constables to set up guide posts ;t 
the houses of Widow Raylton in Bowes and Tho. Eates in Barningham 
to be registred for meetings for the people called Quakers ; the Thr'^ 
to pay Henry Frankland, Esq., £(). 15. due unto him for Acts of 
Parliament for fifteen years bypast at 13.^. per annum, and jQf^ for 
sending out yearly for fifteen years twenty-four warrants for the return 
of freeholders, and ^i. i. for two great books for entring orders relating 
to this Court, in all £^2%. 16. ; Ordered that Geo. Gargrave of Finghall 
be appointed gamekeeper by the Lord Bruce for the Mannors of 
Newton-in-the-Willowes, Rookwith, Maryforth, Greesen-Nooke, Eggbur

Castle and there remain a prisoner untill she pays her fees ; the Thr". 
to pay Mr. Rich. Thompson 22 [?] for a relief to him, he being a poor 
distressed clergyman. 

At Thirske, April 23, 1723. 

Ordered that Chas. Gilling, gent"., be appointed gamekeeper by the 
Duke of Devonshire for Marton, Baldersby and Rainton ; Mr. Bartlett, 
Surveyor of Bridges, to contract with such workman or workmen as he 
shall judge will well, and as cheap as can be afforded, build Newsham 
Bridge of wood, and Tho. Robinson of Pickering, Esq., and John Hill, 
of Thornton, Esq., to assist and direct the said Mr. Bartlett in making 
a bargain for building the said bridge ; Math. Laycock, being convicted 
of diverse felonys to be transported to some of his Majesty's plantations 
in America for seven years, and in the [mean] time to be sent to the 
Castle of Yorke. 

At Stokesley, July 16, 1724. 

Ordered that Will. Moon be appointed gamekeeper by the Dutchess 
of Buckingham for the Manners of Mulgrave and Seaton ; Ordered that 
John Pibus of Dishforth be appointed gamekeeper by Sir Will. Robin- 
son for his Mannors of Rainton and Norton-in-the-Clay ; it is Ordered 
and desired by this Court that Sir Will. Hustler, Cholmley Turner, Jas. 
Moyser, jun'.. Will. Wakefield, Leon Thompson and Henry Thompson, 
and Timothy Mauliverer, Esquires, do take care to get the best infor- 
mation they can relating to the keeping the clock and mending the 
causey-ways at the Castle of Yorke and make report thereof to the 
next Sessions at Thirske, and also to make an agreement with any 
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person for transporting* felons of the North Riding : warrants to be 
sent to the several Constables to send notice to every Petty Constable 
to acquaint every person having any reall estate to appear at the next 
Sessions to take the oaths to his Majesty King George (if they have 
not taken them before), or otherwise they are obliged to register their 
estates before the 25 th of March next.

Law, gent"., be appointed gamekeeper for Reginald Marriott, 
Esq., for the Mannor of Grinton ; Ordered that Rob. Linskill, Reuben 
Linskill, John Hird, Gervass Coates and Tho. Clarke, gendemen, be 
appointed Surveyors of the bridge at Whitby, and that they doe take 
care that no persons do moore their shipps to the said bridge ; Chr.

Johnson in Dalton to be sett apart for the meeting 
of the persons called Quakers; Ordered that what suite or suites shall 
be brought by Sir John Lawson against Mr. Bartlett touching the 
setting up and fixing severall pyles for the defence of Cattherick Bridge, 
this Court will defend the said Mr. Bartlett, it being for the benefitt of 
the North Riding ; Mr. Bartlett to view Appleton bridge and get the 
same built at as reasonable charge as he possibly cann ; the Thr'^ to 
pay Mr. Bartlett ^300 for the repair of Whitby, Sleights and other 
bridges; the Thr" to pay Mr. Bartlett ^100 towards the repair of 
Barker and other bridges. 

* Of interest in the history of road-making, and of the opposition with which im- 
provements in that direction were locally met. It is not irrelevant to remark that the 
term " turnpike '' in this district, seventy or eighty years later than the date here 
given, continued to be applied to the road made, notwithstanding the fact that the 
turnpike, or gate, or bar was never introduced, nor even so much as seen or practi- 
cally known by the great majority of the inhabitants.

Bridgewater of 
Screwton, yeom"., be appointed gamekeeper by Roger Gale, Esq., for 
the Mannor of Screwton ; whereas Rob. Plews of Angram Coate was 
this day convicted of several felonies, this Court doth therefore Order 
him to Yorke Castle, and soe to be sent to some of his Majesty's plan- 
tations in America for seven years. 

At Thirske, Aprill 11, 1727. 

The Thr'l to pay Mr. John Close £6. 9. 9. towards the repairing of 
the porter centry box in and about Yorke Castle ; the Thr" to pay Mr.

* It may seem almost officious, rather than merely unnecessary, to direct attention 
to what, on the face of it, would clearly seem to have been only a careless or perhaps 
stupid blunder on the part of the Official employed in "directing" the Order under 
notice. And yet it is possible that it may be neither gratuitous nor uncalled for. At 
least I may remark that, within the last three or four months, while engaged in a 
careful and systematic attempt to illustrate the pre-Conquest condition of the entire 
district of which Westerdale forms a part — I mean the division of Cleveland extending 
from the Whitby Strand boundary westwards to (and inclusive of) Ingleby Greenhow 
— I have seen reason to conclude that there might be, and indeed almost certainly 
were, special reasons for the non-appearance in tite Domesday returns of such by no 
means insignificant sections of the country as those now, and from about a century 
later than the Domesday book, known under the names of Glaisdale, Westerdale, 
and Greenhow. And the conviction which has been forced upon me as my enquiries 
proceeded, has been that such reason is to be found in the simple fact that at the 
time of the Conqueror's Survey the condition of the places named was such that any- 
thing like practical surveyal or even perambulation was impossible. They were still 
filled with the natural forest growth, diversified only by the presence of occasional 
glades and perpetually recurring swamps, jungly thickets, and bogs. The area of 
Glaisdale embraces more than ten thousand acres of land, and down to the time of 
the original grant to Robert de Brus, which was not made until after— perhaps 
several years after — 1087, the whole extent of land returned in the Glaisdale division 
amounted to six carucates, or under six hundred acres, And in the case of Wester- 
dale, as late as 1185 (or thereabouts), containing six thousand two hundred acres, the 
condition of the place was still such that most unusual concessions were made by de 
Balliol, then Lord, to Rievaulx Abbey, on account of the dangers originating in the 
numbers of wolves and of skulking outlaws who found a shelter in the forests there. 
There would be no anomaly in assuming that such districts were left unnamed in the 
Domesday returns because they had as yet — indeed could have — no distinguishing 
' names.' The one was an unnamed dependency of Danby, and the other the like in 
relation to Stokesley. But Stokesley is many miles away to the west, and Danby 
adjoins Westerdale on the east. Between the two dales only the narrow Castleton 
rigg intervenes, and the name Westerdale, as having any meaning or sense at all, 
must have taken such sense from the fact of its lying west of Danby. It marches 
with Danby throughout its entire length from north to south, and the blunder noted 
in the text may, after all, involve an old local recollection of that consideration.

* I have thought it worth while to give a mainly in ex/enso copy of this entry, 
inasmuch as it gives a sufficiently clear and consistent view of the routine proceedings 
which were formerly necessary, as well as customary, in and for the recovery of 
tithes from such conscientious recusants as were "the people called Quakers." . . 
Reference has been made once and again in former volumes of this series, not only to 
matters specially connected, in one department or another, with the Society of 
Friends, but to the extraordinary manner in which they increased and multiplied, in 
influence as well as numbers, all over the North Riding, and especially in the country 
districts such as these Dales constitute. And it may be regarded as not altogether 
superfluous if I mention my own recollections as to the manner in which — not tythes 
exactly, but payments of church-rates — were "recovered" from members of the said 
body in this parish. The last Church rate here seems to have been collected in 1863, 
and up to that time the custom was to notify to the Quaker rate-payers that such a 
rate had been laid, and that collection would be in progress on such and such days. 
According to such notification, on coming to the Quakers' farmsteads it was customary 
for the collectors to find somewhere within reasonable distance of the premises, such 
and such a deposit of corn-sheaves (usually), the value of which just about balanced 
the money proportion payable on account of the rate in question, and such sheaves 
were customarily transferred to the barn of the collector who " laid down " (that is, 
advanced) the proper sum in lieu of them. During the eighteen years of my Incum- 
bency, anterior to the date named, I never heard of any difficulty or unpleasantness 
originating in such demands.

seems to have been such an anomaly, if not abuse, could have been permitted to exist 
so long.

The " wreck," of course, is the floating matter brought down in time of flood by the 
stream in question, and the amount which one single flood of ordinary dimensions 
in our rapid becks brings down on occasion, must be seen to be credited. I have 
seen in hay and harvest time haycocks and sheaves of corn by hundreds floating 
down, and at other times limbs and branches of trees, the materials of wrecked 
fences, hurdles or stackbars, rails, brush, small twigs in masses, and too often the 
carcases of sheep and pigs, not only hurried along by the rushing waters, but left de- 
posited in little hollows on the land, on either side of the beck, or on the railings or 
walls by the ends of the bridges, provided only there was strength enough in them to 
resist the accumulating pressure ; and when the water was high enough to ne.irly 
fill the arches, then a vast mass of such matters accumulating against the bridge 
itself.

Rymer of Thirsk 
be employed as a general messenger for the North Riding, and that the 
Thr'. pay him annually a salary of ;^5 for the same ; whereas Mary, 
wife of Benjamin Dawnay of Nevi'ton-upon-Ouze, Clerk, was indicted 
for picking the pocket of Rob. Burton of Newton-upon-Ouze, yeom"., 
and feloniously taking out from thence a purse and 1 6^. 6d. and a piece 
of mixt metal called a Porto-Bello, to which indictment she pleaded not 
guilty, and for her tryal put herself upon God and her countr)', by which 
country she was found guilty, and being called upon to shew cause why 
judgement should not pass against her she desired this Court to indulge 
her to be transported into some of His Majesty's plantations in America 
for seven years, rather than be publicly whipped, and at the same time 
sent for her husband that he might be present at her declaration : and 
she is Ordered to be transported for seven years accordingly, and to be 
sent to the Castle of York, and the Governor or goaler thereof is hereby 
also Ordered to take care of her till the time of such her transportation 
as aforesaid.

* The facts and circumstances here brought under our notice are such as to recom- 
mend themselves strongly to our attention, partly as connected with the history of 
ship-building at Whitby, partly as showing precisely what the "Jewells " of a bridge 
were, and partly as illustrative of the apparent absence of calculation on the part of 
the ship-builders, and the extraordinary measures necessai-y to be adopted in conse- 
quence thereof. Dr. Young remarks (p. 548) that "it was not till about the year 
1730, or a little after, when the harbour became so improved as to accommodate 
large vessels, that regular ship-yards were formed, and ships of considerable burden 
began to be made." And on the following page he goes on to say, "The four ship- 
yards on the west side of the Esk are all of considerable antiquity. The two nearest 
to Bagdale beck, namely, Mr. Barry's and Mr. Barrick's, were held as one yard by a 
Mr. Jarvis Coates about the year 1740, and for some years before and after ; and he 
was succeeded by Mr. Benjamin Coates, his younger son, soon after the year 1750." 
The present enti-y enables us to correct an error in date; for in it Benj. Coates is 
described as "Master builder " in January 1746. As regards the term "Jewells " see 
note, p. 24, Vol. iii. of these Records, and also note the entry Vol. vi., p. 16. The 
stone piers of the existing Whitby bridge hardly admit of being " chipped away " in 
order to permit the egress of a large ship. Yet I think I remember the outward 
passage of one, a few years ago, which required all the existing space, and calm 
weather and skilful piloting to enable it to pass outwards.

distinctness, to the almost complete absence of any tokens of political excitement in 
the North Riding, therewith connected, so far, that is, as these Records enable lis to 
form any judgment. Green's notice of the rising is as follows : — " The war with 
France had at once revived the hopes of the Jacobites, and as early as 1744 Charles 
Edward, the grandson of James II., was placed by the French Government at the 
head of a formidable armament. But his plan of a descent on Scotland was defeated 
by a storm which wrecked his fleet, and by the march of the French troops which 
had sailed in it to the war in Flanders. In 1745, however, the young adventurer 
again embarked with but seven friends in a small vessel and landed on a little island 
of the Hebrides. For three weeks he stood almost alone ; but on the 29th August 
the clans rallied to his standard in Glenfinnan, and Charles found himself at the head 
of fifteen hundred men. His force swelled to an army as he marched through Blair 
Athol on Perth, entered Edinburgh in triumph, and proclaimed "James the Eighth " 
at the Town Cross ; and two thousand English troops who marched against him 
under Sir John Cope were broken and cut to pieces on the 21st of September by a 
single charge of the Clansmen at Preston Pans. Victory at once doubled the forces 
of the conqueror. The Prince was now at the head of six thousand men ; but all 
were still Highlanders, for the people of the Lowlands held aloof from his standard, 
and it was with the utmost difficulty that he could induce them to follow him to the 
south. Plis tact and energy, however, at last conquered every obstacle, and after 
skilfully evading an army gathered at Newcastle, he marched through Lancashire, 
and pushed on the 4th of December as far as Derby. But there all hope of success 
came to an end. Hardly a man had risen in his support as he passed through the 
districts where Jacobitism boasted of its strength. The people flocked to see his 
march as if to see a show. Catholics and Tories abounded in Lancashire, but only a 
single squire took up arms. Manchester was looked on as the most Jacobite of 
English towns, but all the aid it gave was an illumination and two thousand pounds. 
From Carlisle to Derby he had been joined by hardly two hundred men. The 
policy of Walpole had in fact secured England for the House of Hanover. The long 
peace, the prosperity of the country, and the clemency of the Government had done 
their work. The recent admission of Tories into the administration had severed the 
Tory party finally from the mere Jacobites. Jacobitism as a fighting force was 
dead, and even Charles Edward saw that it was hopeless to conquer England with 
five thousand Highlanders. He soon learned, too, that forces of double his own 
strength were closing on either side of him, while a third army, under the King and 
Lord Stair, covered London. Scotland itself, now that the Highlanders were away, 
quietly renewed in all the district of the Lowlands its allegiance to the House of 
Hanover. Even in the Highlands the Macleods rose in arms for King George, 
while the Gordons refused to stir, though roused by a small French force which 
landed at Montrose. To advance further south was impossible, and Charles fell 
rapidly back on Glasgow ; but the reinforcements which he found there raised his 
army to nine thousand men, and on the 23rd of January, 1746, he boldly attacked 
an English army under General Hawley, which had followed his retreat and had 
encamped near Falkirk. Again the wild charge of the Highlanders won victory for 
the Prince, but victory was as fatal as defeat. The bulk of his forces dispersed with 
their booty to the mountains, and Charles fell sullenly back to the north before the 
Duke of Cumberland. On the l6th of April the two armies faced one another on 
Culloden Moor, a few miles eastward of Inverness. The Highlanders still numbered 
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for every vagrant from Milby to Blew Grass, and 2S. for every vagrant 
frm Milby to Neesham, but if it appear to this Court that he is out of 
pocket at the year end they will reimburse him ; the Thr'. to pay 
Mr. Clarkson, Governor of the Ho. of Corr" at Thirsk, ^£6. 6. for 
carrying the prisoners from Easingwold to Richmond, being money 
laid out by him on that account as the Sessions was lost at Easingwold ; 
the Thr'. to pay Geo. Rymer ^5. 2. for riding about to the several 
Justices with the Orders relating to the distemper amongst the horned 
cattle; the Thr'. to pay Mr. John Matthews 21^-. for the trouble and 
expences occasioned by whipping Rob. Bilton at Thirsk and Easing- 
wold pursuant to the sentence of the Court of Qu. Sessions held at 
Richmond in January last ; Ordered that for the future the Sessions 
formerly held next after the Feast of the Epiphany at Easingwold be 
held at New Malton, and that the adjournment of that Sessions be for 
the future held at Richmond on Fryday in that week next after the 
Feast of the Epiphany until this Court doth otherwise superseede this 
Order, and that the Clerk of the Peace doth cause a sufficient number 
of copies of this Order to be forthwith printed and delivered to the 
several Justices within this Riding ; upon complaint of the H. C- 
of Bulmer that Creyke Constablery is eight years and upwards in arrear 
for their quarter rates, Ordered that the Justices acting for the said 
weapontake be empowered to pursue such measures and grant such 
warrants as they shall think proper for the recovery of the county 
rates due from the said constablery to this Riding, and that the said 
H. C^ or petty Constables who shall act by their orders under such 
warrants, or any person aiding and assisting shall be indempnified from 
all suits or actions that shall be commenced against them in making 
distresses or otherwise for the recovery of the said rates and arrears, 
and in case any suit, &c., should be commenced against the said 
Justices, H. C, petty Constables, or any person aiding etc., this court 
doth hereby empower the said Justices to employ some attorney to 

six thousand men, but they were starving and dispirited, while Cumberland's force 
was nearly double that of the Prince. Torn by the Duke's guns, the clansmen flung 
themselves in their old fashion on the English front ; but they were received with a 
terrible fire of musketry, and the few that broke through the first line found them- 
selves fronted by a second. In a few minutes all was over, and the Stuart force was 
a mass of hunted fugitives.'' What we are told in the former part of this extract, 
touching not only the want of enthusiasm for the Chevalier's cause in the more 
Jacobite parts of the kingdom, but of the almost complete lack of sympathy, helps us 
well in the endeavour to comprehend the almost complete absence of any entries in 
these Minutes of any, the least, apparent movement either of feeling or action having a 
Jacobite tendency. It is true the following entry reveals to us the fact that pre- 
cautionary measures had been taken by the local authorities ; but there is not a word 
to show that there had been any demonstration of feeling or effort in favour of the 
rising so soon and so thoroughly checked and stamped out.

Sir Miles Stapylton and Andrew Wilkinson, Esq., took the oath for 
the quahfication of Justices ; whereas complaint was made at Thirsk 
Sessions, April 28th, that the constables of Craike in the weapontake 
of Bulmer had not only neglected, but absolutely refused to pay their 
proportion of the county rates for the space of eight years and upwards 
then last past, amounting to the sum of ^36. ic, and thereupon the 
said Court Ordered that the Justices residing in the said weapontake 
be empowered to grant such warrants, &c. as they should think proper, 
and whereas in pursuance of the said Order John Bourchier, John Read, 
and Rich. Harland, Esquires, being the only acting Justices in the said 
weapontake, did, October 27 th last, grant their warrant under their 
hand sand seals empowering thereby John Chambers, and Leon. 
Pickard, gent"., the C. C=. of the said weapontake, to make distress 
upon the goods and chatties of the Constable of Craike for satisfying 
the arrears of the said rates, and accordingly a distress was made upon 
the goods of Jas. Mortimer, then and now petty Constable of Craike, in 
due form of law, who still refused to pay the same upon pretence that

Craike was always reputed parcel of the County of Durham, and not 
part of the County of York, and therefore not liable to the paying of 
the said rates in the County of York, and therefore sued forth a re- 
plevin for the goods so distrayned, and thereupon a suit at law was 
commenced to settle the right in question, but the said petty constable, 
being better advised, hath, together with the consent of the rector of 
the said parish and principall inhab'^ thereof, applyed to the said 
Justices to surcease all further proceedings at law and have submitted 
to pay the same and arrears thereof, and for the future to continue to 
pay the same as they shall become due, as anciently and for time 
immemorially they have done and of right ought to do : it is therefore 
Ordered that now all further proceedings at law shall- cease and that 
the Constables, Parish Off"., and other the most substantial inhab". of 
Craike, upon convenient notice, shall meet together, and they, or the 
major part of them then present, shall tax every inhab'. in the said 
parish proportionably to raise the said sum of ;^36.

Mortimer 
shall return to this Court the names of such persons refusing, in order 
to be proceeded against as to this Court shall [seem] meet ; to the Right 
Worshipfull His Majesty's Justices : the humble petition of the free- 
holders, copyholders, and the poor tenants farmers at rack rents, in- 
habiting in the town and parish of Craike whose names are hereto 
subscribed — Sheweth that we have been inadvertently drawn in to bring 
upon ourselves a law suit commenced (by the order of the Worshipps) 
against the Constable of Craike (in which we are involved) for the 
non-payment of the county rates due to this Riding, which we were 
unhappily advised we ought not to pay in regard our parish is reputed 
to be parcel of the county of Durham and not of the county of York. 
But now so it is, may it please the Worshipps, we being convinced of 
our error and mistake and now satisfied we ought to pay the county 
rates to the said Riding, we promise, ourselves and successors for 
the future, to pay the said rates constantly as we were anciently 
accustomed to do, and also humbly submit to pay the said arrears due 
from the time we refused to pay the same, yet we humbly beg the 
Worshipps' indulgence in the same as in cases of common calamities 
to remitt such part of the said arrears according to the wonted 
goodness and generosity, and grant us such time for the payment 
thereof as to your Worships shall seem meet, and your petitioners shall 
ever pray : — Alexander Jephson, Rector, Will.

the Thr'. to pay John Storrey of Kirkham /^i for the trouble he has 
been at for eight years last past in clearing away all the reck and timber 
that lodged against the jewels of Kirkham Bridge ; * whereas John

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Read, Esq., bas informed this Court of his having stopt five cattle, to 
witt — four red brockt* cows and one red harled t cow that were drove 
within one mile of an infected place in the East Riding, and drove as 
far as Stockton in the North Riding without a legal certificate : 
Ordered that the said five cattle do remain at Stockton until December 
4th next, and then not to be removed without a certificate of their 
health, and that Mr. Chambers, CC. of Bulmer, see this order exe- 
cuted. 

At Hovingham, November 21, 1748. 

Whereas great abuses are committed by butchers and others in 
driving horned cattle not exceeding five miles without certificates, and 
refusing to discover from whence the same were driven : Ordered that 
all butchers and others driving such cattle without producing a certi- 
ficate, being legally demanded by some proper inspector or officer 
appointed for that purpose (saving such cattle belonging to the same 
or next township that are only going or returning to or from water, 
pasture, bull, labour, or the like, and which have been in the said 
township thirty days or upwards) shall be carried before some Justices 
for the said Riding, there to be examined upon oath, and punished for 
such neglect touching the removal of such cattle, and that all inspectors 
and proper officers are to take notice accordingly ; it is the opinion 
of this Court that the certificates for the driving of horned cattle or 
removing raw hides from the East Riding into the North Riding for 
sale or otherwise, though signed by a J. P., or commissioner of the East 
Riding, are not legal ones unless backed by some J. P. or commissioner 
for the North Riding, before such cattle or hides be so driven, removed 
or brought into this Riding ; Ordered that all the raw hides that come 
for sale to New Malton market be brought to the usual place in the 
said market for selling hides, and that for the future no tanner or any 
other person whatsoever do presume to buy or sell any hide in any inn 
or street in the said town, and that every tanner, &c., not complying 
with this Order will be indicted in this Court for his disobedience to 
the same, and that the Inspector of the said market, and the watchmen 
at the bridge do distribute printed copies hereof to all tanners, &c., 
that have hides to sell as they come over the said bridge.

not, and return the same to the C.C. acting for that division, and

Ordered that no raw hide or skin of any horned cattle be brought 
for sale, or otherwise, from the south part of the North Riding north- 
wards ; Ordered that all the raw hides which shall hereafter be brought 
to any market town in this Riding for sale shall be brought to the 
usual places for selling of hides, and that no tanner, &c., do presume 
to buy or sell any hide in any inn or street in the said market towns, 
and every tanner, &c., not complying with this order will be indicted 
in this Court for his disobedience. Math. Dickinson, of Duncombe 
Park, is appointed gamekeeper by Tho. Duncombe, Esq., for his 
mannors of Helmsley, Kirbyraoorside, Rivaulx, Harom, and Wom- 
bleton. 
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At Bedale, December 9, 1748. 

Ordered that no raw hide or skin of any ox, bull, cow, calf, steer, 
or heifer, shall be exposed to sale in any part of the North Riding, but 
at a market town and on the market day ; Ordered that all the raw 
hides of any ox, bull, &c., which shall hereafter be brought to any 
market town for sale be not sold in any inn, &c., but near the shambles 
and the certificate of their health be. first produced to the C.C'., or 
one of them, whom we appoint Inspectors of the said markets, before 
the said hides, &c., be sold, and that they have power to search any 
houses or shops, or other places where they shall suspect any hides 
to be fraudulently concealed, and carry the owner or concealer of such 
hide, &c., before some neighbouring J. P. to be dealt with as the Act

* It will be observed that only the amounts to be estreated on a call for ^100 
are given, as being sufficient for the purpose intended in giving this extract at all. 
The amounts payable on the estreats for ;^200, ;^30o, ;if40o, and ;.f 500 are also 
given in the original, and no doubt it will be assumed that the several sums put 
down in the list will be the corresponding multiples of the sums given as assessed 
for ;£^loo. But, for whatever reason, it is not so. True, the differences observable 
are not great, but there is no mistake as to there being such differences. Thus, for 
Ampleforth with Thorp, the several sums given in the successive columns are 2s. loJ(/., 
Sj. i^ld., ys. lo4(/., loj. 4jrf., and 12s. lod. For Angram Grange, they are is. 3d., 
2s. 2ld., y. 3^d., 4s. Sid., and 5^. 6^d. ; and so on throughout the list. But the 
great interest of the document is in the glimpse it gives us of the comparative position, 
as regards payment of county rates, occupied by such places as Thirsk, Northallerton, 
Stokesley, Guisborough, Malton, Pickering, and on the other hand such (by con- 
trast under the light of the present) insignificant places as East Harlsey, Sowerby, 
Topcliff, Danby, Egton, and so on. The last-named two places each rated at 
£1. 2s. Sid., Marske (inclusive of Redcar), at lis. lo^d., the Bilsdales at iSs., do 
stand out in a striking light as against Thirsk at 8s. S^d., Northallerton at 12s. 8|rf., 
Guisborough at li[s. ija?., and the like. For the sake of illustration from another 
point of view, I take Stokesley, assessed at 6s. lo^d., Yarm at 6s. 4jrf., Potto at 
4J. o'^d. , and Rudby at y. 8^d. , and set in contrast with those returns the returns 
as to " rateable value" in the several cases, as given in Kelly's Directory for 1872, 
as follows : — Stokesley, rateable value, £7,S3^ i Yarm, ^^5,025 ; Potto, ;^2,240 ; 
and Rudhy, ;^i,222. In like manner, the rateable value of Northallerton is given 
at ;f l5iOSO ; that of Thirsk at ^12,000 ; of Guisborough at ;^I4,852 ; of Danby at 
^^7,751 ; and of Egton at ;^7,2I2. For [reasons which scarcely call for elaborate 
setting forth, I have chosen to give the rateable values as they were thirty years ago ; 
and it seems to be fairly evident from the merest comparison of the statistics as to 
local development in 1750 with like figures belonging to a period later by one hun- 
dred and twenty years only, how much the "County Historian " referred to by Mr. 
Jeaffreson has yet to do in giving a sufficiently full and accurate account of the various 
historical facts concerning the places he deals with, and their progress in the near 
as well as in the remote past.
